Rise of Three Inches at Omaha and a 
North Wind May Prove Dis- 
astrous There.

NEW ORLEANS, La., April 15.—The river 
is beating its own record right along and 
is high enough to frighten the _ stoutest 
hearted, but there has not been a singie 
surrender, nor is there a single break ir 
the levee line in Louisiana. 

Bayou La Fourche is still the weakest 
point, while on the river proper the .Ten- 
sas and Fifth Levee districts are regarded 
the danger spots. Those sections are now 
wrestling with the flood wave, but the banks 
are holding. St. Joseph, in Tensas, has ex- 
perienced a rise of half a foot in t®@o days. 
It can stand a rise of two feet, but 
that figure may be exceeded to-niaht, and 
then it may be difficult to hold. The levees 
below, all the way to New Orleans and half 
way down to the Gulf, are being raised and 
strengthened daily and wtll be in better 
Bhape when the crisis comes. 

While the train of President Spellman 
of the Pontchartrain Board was answering 
a call for help from Hanion City, a few 
miles above New Orieans, his coach was 
struck by lightning and the platform dam- 
aged.

menced early in the week by the Missouri. 
The ‘ooded district in North and East 
. Omaha is this morning a waste of tumbling 
yellow waves, driven ceaselessly against the 
hastily built dykes that yesterday checked 
their spread. The demolition of these dykes 
will turn the flood loose on the permanent 
embankments that hold back Cut-Off Lake 
and then the cataclysm may be looked for. 

Cut-Off Lake raised more than a foot last 
night. It has established communication 
with the river by the eastern course, and 
is row sending a small stream over what 
Was the upper end of the lake in the time 
when it was stil] part of the r'ver. The 
hope is that this will afford a sufficient 
outlet to relieve the dykes at the lower end 
and thus prevent the ultimate transfer 
of several thousand of acres of Nebraska 
into’ lowa. 

The stream from the lake to the river 
runs west of the Columbia Distillery and 
east of the Carter White Lead Works. 
It has cut through the approach to the 
East Omaha bridge over the Misscuri Riv- 
er. The wind is driving more of the river 
through the breaks into Florence Lake than 
would come through naturally andthe 
course from Florence Lake to Cut-off Lake 
ig @ raging torrent.

Found in His Room With His Skull 
Crushed and the Gas

John G. Cairns, divorced husband of Mrs. 
Anna Sneed Cairns, President of the Forest 
Park University, died at St. Luke’s Hospital 
Thursday under peculiar circumstances. 

Mr. Cairns was found in his room at the 
Hotel Rozier on the night of April 3 with a 
fractured skull and a horribly 
face. From all the circumstancés it seemed 
that he had been beaten with a blunt in- 
strument. He was lying on the floor uncon- 
scious when founc. He had been at St. 
Luke's Hospital since. 

Dr. R. L. Moore treated him, but 
had any hope of his recovery. 

Whether Mr. Cairns was murdered 
known. 

The gas was turned on in his room when 
he was found. 

Mr. Cairns was for years a prominent ar- 
chitect in St. Louis. 

There was a flutter of excitement in pro- 
fessional and social circles when Mrs. 
Cairns sued him for divorce about three 
months ago. 

They had not lived together 
time. Mrs. Cairns alleged 
her husband did not contest the suit. 

The reason got a divorce was 
she owns a large amount of property, and 
being separated from her husband, she was 
in fear that he might claim a share of the 
estate after her death.

Sifley was received at the City Hospital 
Wednesday. He was delirious at times and 
was threatened with pneumonia. br. 
Sutter considered his condition critical. 
Sifley was exceptionally well dressed, is 
about 44 years old and is intelligent. While 
conscious he was reticent about his affairs. 
In his delirium he spoke of his wife, who, 
he said, lived at 2007 Fourth street in Cin- 
cinnati. Dr. Sutter telegraphed her. 

Mrs. Sifley reached St. Louis early Thurs- 
day. mornine and went direct to the City 
Hospital. She is a handsome woman, was 
Stylishly dressed and wore a handsome 
sealskin sacque. She was greatly worried 
for her husband and wanted to go directly 
to him. A reporter went to Sifley, and, 
arousing him, asked if he wanted to see his 
Wife. 

“TIT have no wife.” he said, “‘and have 
nothing to say.’

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CRAZED BY THE

WILLIAM FRIESICKE TAKEN TO 
THE CITY HOSPITAL. 


LOST WIFE AND CHILDREN. 


He Continually Reviews the Disaster 
and Tries to Redgue His 
Loved Ones. 


The loss of his wife and children in the 
tornado last May has ss preyed tpon Will- 
iam Friesicke that his.mind gave way, and 
he was taken to the City Hospital for ob- 
servation. 

Friesicke is 34 years old and Is large and 
strong. He is an iron finisher, but sinee his 
great misfortune pre has been unable to 
work. 

At the time of the tornado he was work- 
ing on the Liggett & Myers tobacco factory 
in Tuwer Grove. The storm did great dam- 
age where Friesicke was employed, but he 
escaped uninjured. He was freatly wor- 
ried about the safety of his family, and 
as soon as the worst of the storm was over 
he started for home. The street car lines 
had suffered so that no street cars were 
running and Friesicke walked. 

Hie had been married six years, and with 
his wife, Clara, aged 31, and his two daugh- 
ters, Estelle and Edna, aged respectively 
oS and 3, lived in a comfortable home at 615 
Hickory street. As Friesicke neared his 
home and saw the devastation and ruin on 
all sides, and realized that his home was 
directly in the path of the storm, he 
wild with fear.

IRREGULARS STILL ADVANCE. 


It Is Reported That 1,000 Mountain- 
eers and Some Albanians Are 
Joining Them. 


AT 


LARISSA, April 15.—There is no truth fn 
the Turkish reports that the Greek Irregu- 
lars have been driven out of Macedonia. 
It is true that a few of the irregulars who 
formed part of the expeditionary force have 
returned into Greek territory, but these are 
men who for some reason have been unable 
to keep up with the main body of the Greeks 
and consequently they have retreated 
across the frontier. 

The main body of the Irregulars is con- 
tinuing its successful operations against the 
Turks, with the view of cutting the Turkish 
lines of communication, getting in the rear 
of the Turks and raising the Macedonians 
against the rule of the Sultan. 

The report of the capture of Kipur, north 
of Baltino, by the Greeks, is confirmed, 
and In addition the main forces of the ir- 
regulars of the expeditionary force have 
advanced as far as Pigavitza, where there 
is an important bridge across a mountain 
torrent. From that point Chief Davellia, 
who is directing the operations, has sent 
a detachment consisting of the Italians un- 
der Col. Ciprani, the well known Socialist 
leader, to the left of Pigavitza, with in- 
structions to attack and capture Zlovof, a 
small town occupying an important strat- 
egic position. The Italians accomplished 
their task in due time with considerable 
skill. They are now holding Zlovof and 
placing it in a position to withstand an 
attack from the Turks. 

Simultageously with ordering the move- 
ment against Zlovof, Chief Davelts 
sent another colum of Irregulars to the 
right, from Pigavi under orders to In- 
vest and capture Sitovon, another town, oc- 
cupying a strategic position of importance. - 
This movement was also successfully car- 
ried out. the Greeks killing seven Turks and 
capturing five Turkish prisoners during the 
assault, which was brilliantly conducted 
and brought to an end by the blowing up of 
the Turkish block house with dynamite. 


Aftec the capture of Zlovof, the Greek ir- 
regular foree operating in that direction 
continued its advance as far as Kritudes, 
Plisia, and Kourduzi. The Greeks had 
been instructed to hold the latter place at 
all costs, as it commands their approach 
to Grevena, which is held by a strong 
Turkish force, infantry, cavalry and ar- 
tillery, and which is the objective point of 
the Greek expedition. 

At Kritudes, Plisia and Kourduzi, heavy 
fighting occurred between the Greeks and 
Turks before the places mentioned were 
captured; but the invading irregulars of 
Greece proved themselves more than a 
match for the trained Turkish troops and 
drove the latter before them from place to 
place. 

Another column of Greek Irregulars start- 
ed for Macedonia from Zarkos, half way 
between Larissa and Trinkhala. Shortly 
after crossing the frontier the Greeks were 
confronted by strong forces of Turkish reg- 
ular troops, stationed in well defended po- 
sitions in the villages of Anakoutra and 
Kanakoutra. Sharp fighting followed at 
both places, but in spite of the stubborn de- 
fense of the Turks, the Greeks carried both 
villages by assault, the Turks retreating 
from Cleutherokari, This route into Greek 
territory is being placed in a state of de- 
fense and is now regarded as ‘being safe, 
the nature of the country making it almost 
impossible for a Turkish force to advance 
in the face of the opposition of the irregulars 
and cut the line of communication between 
the Greek forces at Larissa and Trikhala, 
which is believed to have been the plan of 
the Turkish commanders. 

The Macedonia frontier, opposite Zarkos, 
extendsin U shape into Greek territory,hav- 
ing the Greek positions of Tyrnavo and 
Larissa on its left, and Kalabaka on its

The whole frontier presents a warlike ap- 
pearance. Zarkos is held by a strong force 
of Greek regulars, infantry, cavalry and ar- 
tillery, and forms the center of a first line 
of defense, which includes all the villages 
in that vicinity. Untill recently the Turks 
had the best positions on the frontier, their 
well-built, «trongly-defended an admir- 
ably placed block house being in plain view 
from the Greek lines. The itrregulars, how- 
ever, have made a decided change in the 
situation. In the rear of the Turkish first 
line of defense, it should be remembered, is 
rough, mountainous country, difficult to 
travel. even in time of peace, while in the 
rear of the Greek first line of offense are 
rich plains, which afford no shelter to 
troops resisting the advance of a powerful 
invading force. The weakest parts of the 
frontier are east of Damasi to the Gulf of 
Salonica and in the vicinity of Arta. 


The River Salambria Peneus, along, the 
northern part of Thessally, is likely, if the 
Turks invade Greece, to be the scene of 
some good fighting. All the bridges have 
been amined and the fords and _ shallow 
aces are being looked after. At Kont 
oahero the bridge was swept away by 
floods some time ago, and has been replaced 
by a military bridge, consisting of eleven 
pontoons picketed at both ends. 

Every etrategic point is held by troops, 
soldiers are to be seen everywhere; all the 
horses and cattle have been requisitioned 
for the use of the army, and the drilling 
ef the recruits lasts from daylight until 
dusk. 

Cavalry patrols cover all the frontier; but 
the Greeks and the Christian peasants on 
the other side of the frontier have an in- 
telligence department which no money or 
skill could organize, and the Greek com- 
manders are kept well informed of all that 
js going on. 

Kalambaka. on the Greek left, not far 
from the Albanian frontier, is another im- 
portant position of the Greeks. A military 
road from Kalambaka to Velemitza on the 
frontier has just been completed. At Vele- 
mitza are the only passes from Hallaomon 
Valley, and the Greeks have 6,000 men in 
that vicinity ready to meet a Turkish ad- 
vance. 

On the Turkish side there is no road be- 
yond Vaskala, where some 6,000 Turkish 
troops are stationed. This country is said 
to be the scene of the military operations 
of Alexander the Great, when he crossed 
to the destruction of Thebes. ' 
The Greeks are depend'ng greatly for 
mountain work on the Fuzoni, or armed 
mountaineers of Greece, whose strength, 
skill and endurance are well known. 


SAD NEWS FOR EASTER. 
Frankenfield Is Afraid of Wet 


Weather for Sunday. 


The Missouri River is rising north of Her- 
mann. At Kansas City Thursday morning it 
registered 21.3 feet, showing .8 of a foot 
rise in twenty-four hours. Omaha reports a 
slight rise, but considerably more water is 
expected from that section in the next three 
cays, and its effect on the Mississippi may 
be felt at this point. The local gauge read 
27.2 feet Thursday, a drop of .6 foot since 
Wednesday. 

At Keokuk the river is coming up slowly, 
but it is falling above there, and the only 
decided change in the Mississippi will’ be 
caused by the Missouri.

ILLINOIS BOARD 
OF PARDONS 


THE BILL IS ENCOUNTERING 
STRONG OPPOSITION. 


THIRD READING IN HOUSE. 


The Debate Enlivened by Sharp At- 
tacks on Gov. Tanner and 
Ex-Gov. Altgeld. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 15.—The Sen- 
ate bill creating a State Board of Pardons 
was called up on seeend reading in the 
House, under a suspension of the rules, by 
Representative Needles. The consideration 
of the bill created the hottest kind of a 
fight and Johnson (Dem.) of Whiteside and 
Cochran (Rep.) made speeches in which 
they reflected upon Gov. Tanner and ex- 
Gov. Altgeld. 

Johnson said that the bill was drafted 
to protect the Governor, who did not have 
backbone enough to enforce the duties of 
his office as provided by the constitution. 
He took occasion to say that the Speaker 


has persistently refused to allow the mi- 
nority to be recorded on bills which they 
oppose from a party standpoint. He could 
See no reason for such a board, as the 
matter of granting pardons is vested in 
the Governor by the constitution, and a 
board would be like the fifth wheel to a 
wagon. It would not act contrary to the 
Governor's desires. 

Cochran brancheg out into a campaign in 
which he accused the last State admM@iis- 
tration of using the money of the people 
with a lavish hand until now the State’s 
dependents are actually in need. 

(Merriam (Rep.) said that the bill as it 
stood was not constitutional. It provided 
that the Governor shall grant a pardon 
upon the recommendation of the board, 
whereas the pardoning power is vested 
solely in the Governor by the constitution. 

The bill was altered to meet his objec- 
tions and advanced to third reading. 


INSURANCE BILLS. 


Seventeen of Them Introduced by the 


Committee.

SPRINGFIBLD, IIl., April 15.—Represen- 
tative Nohe, Chairman of the Committee on 
Insurance, reported seventeen bills to the 
House this morning, all with the recommen- 
dation that they do pass. Among these 
bills were the valued policy and the bill 
which prohibits the formation of associa- 
tions by underwriters to fix the rates on 
fire insurance.

VICKSBURG, Miss., April 15.—The Board 
of Trade and the Cotton Exchange have 
adopted resolutions urging the Secretary of 
War to call a meeting of the River Commis- 
sion and to take other steps toward eevee 
the money carried by the sundry civil bill 
for the purpose applied toward stopping the 
flow of water through the crevasses. This 
the bodies named regard as of paramount 
importance, and the co-operation of all 
levee boards and commercial bodies is in- 
vited. Copies of the resolutions were or- 
dered sent to Gen. Catchings and the Mis- 
sissippi Senators. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 15.—Lieut.-Col, 
Sanger, Inspector General of the United 
States army, has left here for Washing- 
ton, having made a ‘careful inspection of 
the flood situation in his district, which 
lies between Memphis and Helena. The local 
relief committee addressed a letter to Col. 
Sanger, asking that he give some instruc- 
tions as to the plans for future work. The 
committee expressed a willingness to co-op- 
erate with the Government officials, but de- 
sired Col. Sanger’s opinion as to the man- 
ner in which the work should be carried 
on, in order that there might be no con- 
flict of policy. In reply Col. Sanger wrote 
a letter acquiescing in the plans already 
adopted by the Citizens’ Reiief Commit- 
tee, 

Supplies have been shipped to Mound 
City, Vineent and Franklin relief stations. 
The majority of the relief stations have re- 
ceived a sufficient quantity of supplies to 
last until Saturday or Sunday, when anoth- 
er lot of rations will be sent out to be used 
during the following week. 

Lieut. Edwin Cole of the Sixth Infantry, 
who has been stationed at Fort Thomas, 
Newport, Ky., has arrived in the city and 
will act as one of the distributing officers 
under orders from Capt. Davis. 

Chairman Gage of the Citizens’ Relief 
Committee has received a telegram from 
J. P. Patton, Mayor of Shaws, Miss., ask- 
ing that aid be sent immediately for 500 peo- 
ple and their stock. The message was 
turned over to Capt. Davis, who will take 
steps toward giving the desired relief. 

Two hundred tents are en route from 
Washington to Memphis. When they ar- 
rive they will be placed In the hands of 
Mayor Clapp to be used for the flood suf- 
ferers in any manner he deems advisable. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—The news that 
came to the War Department from the 
Lower Mississippi!

“Much labor is here being expended in 
raising, strengthening and guarding the 
levee system from Vicksburg to Bougere. 
Cultivation is in progress inside the levee 
and not only is all labor fuily employed, 
but assistance is being sought in some 
cases from the unemployed on the opposite 
side, while the increasing height of water 
is already provided for. Along much of 
this line the low places can be raised as 
necessary within limits. A break from 
weakness at some point is greatly to be | 
apprehended. This danger is increasing 
daily, both from increase of pressure and 
in saturation. 

“In case of a cravasse at any point a 
large extent of thickly-settled country will 
be deeply inundated and stock will have to 
be moved quickly to places of safety and 
conditions of distress will result. The peo- 
ple have been thoroughly warned, and 
should be sufficiently on the alert to avoid 
loss of human life and stock, but will doubt- 
less need much assistance in getting stock 
in safety to the hills below Bougere on the 
Louisiana side. Much of the cultivated land 
is high enough out of water to provide for 
stock. Houses are still occupied as a rule | 
in this region, and both people and stock | 
can easily be taken out from the river side | 
if continued rise renders it necessary, 

“On the Mississippi side, from Memphis 
to the Louisiana line, nearly all the large 
cotton plantations are protected only by 
rivate levees, and the unprotected smail 
arms are either well under water, or bein 
rapidly flooded. In most cases the stock 
has been removed, as it has become neces- 
sary. Minor losses are occurring from fai). 
ure to heed warnings. Houses are still 
occupied, as a rule, or families collecting 
in the highest land in the netetorhood. In 
nearly all cases of inundated plantations 
and small farms, the laborers are remain- 
ing all through; in some cases the floors 
are under water.

STATE OF CIVIL WAR EXISTS. 


The Protest First Took the Form of a 
Note and Was Then Made 
Verbal. 


Eperial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 15.—A dispatch to the 
Tribune from Washington says: 

The policy of the Administration in refer- 
ence to Cuba is not likely to be criticised 
on‘the score of vacillation or indifference to 
the rights of American citizens. Secretary 
Sherman has made it plain to the Spanish 
nuthorities that they cannot be permitted to 
carry on war upon principles utterly at 
variance with modern civilization. In short, 
notice has been sent that this Government 
recognizes a state of civil war in Cuba, 


which demands a treatment of prisoners 
taken in action by either side somewhat 
different from that which seems to have 
been accorded them thus far. 

The immediate cause of this notice was 
of course the capture of the Cuban General, 
Rivera. and the report that he would be 
forthwith tried by drumhead court-martial 
and shot. The President immediately di- 
rected Secretary Sherman to draw up 4 

rotest against the contemplated action of 
Wevier. Upon second consideration, hdéw- 
ever, the protest took a less formal shape. 
Instead of being delivered to the Spanish 
Minister in writing, Senor De Lome was 
sent for by the Secretary of State and in- 
formed as to the views of the Government 
in the matter. This verbal protest was no 
less explicit than that which Secretary 8 /er- 
matn had previously drafted. At any rate, 
it had its effect, for Gen. Rivera is still 
living. 

Those who have seen the draft of the 
note say that the existence of a state of 
civil war is referred to as a fact apparent 
to all the world, injurious alike to the 
United States and to Spain. A desire is 
expressed for a speedy termination of the 
struggle on terms which will secure to the 
people of Cuba local autonomy, yet be hon- 
orable to Spain and its claim of authority 
over its island dependency. 

After all this has been said, however, 
the document states in unmistakable lan- 
guage that American citizens who are pur- 
oune lawful occupations in a lawful way 
will be held to be entitled to the protection 
of the law and in their behalf no efforts 
will be spared by thts Administration 
should they be arrested on suspicion. 

The Administration dissents from the no- 
tion that the Cubans now in arms should 
be technically considered ‘‘traitors.’’ Nor 
will the Administration admit that they 
should be classed as ‘“‘murderers” or “in- 
cendiaries.” They are soldiers of an army, 
and a state of “civil” war exists. Hence 
it is argued that the killing of soldiers 
or prisoners after battle is inadmissible. It 
outrages all feelings of humanity and is in 
direct conflict with the practice and tend- 
ency of civilized nations and civilized war- 
fare, It would be murder pure and simple. 
The note closes with a reference to the case 
of Gen. Rivera, and expresses the hope that 
“as a prisoner merciful treatment will be ac- 
corded to him. 


EVACUATING CUBA. 


Spain Preparing to Withdraw Her 
Forces From the Island. 


HAVANA, April 15.—It is said here that 
Spain has decided to cease military opera- 
tions in Cuba as soon as the rainy season 
commences. The Government is making 
preparations to bring regular troops: from 


the interior and embark them for Spain and 
the Philippine Islands at the first oppor- 
tunity. The trochas will be abandoned, 
and the insurgents may roam through the 
heart of the island, from Cape San Antonio 
to Cape Maysi. 

This is regarded as the downfall of Spain 
in Cuba, but, notwithstanding her humilia- 
tion and bankruptcy, she nevertheless 
wants to assume the role of conquerer, of- 
fering favors to the conquererd. It has 
been said that the assembling of the Cortes 
will be delayed until June or July, owing 
to the fact that the Ministers’ Council does 
not care to announce the evacuation of the 
‘weeps before that body. 

When Weyler returns to Havana he will 
find a decree from Spain, which he will im- 
mediately promulgate, proclatming that the 
war has terminated, and tendering congrat- 
ulations and thanks to the Spanish army. 
The Queen will proclaim the election of 
Deputies and Representatives to the ad- 
ministrative body of the island, after which 
the reforms for Cuba will be promulgatéa. 

The Duke of Tetuan will announce in the 
diplomatic notes to the powers that the 
disturbance in the island has ended felici- 
tously and that Cuban commerce will con- 
— the same as ever with security and

ish Government will retire the 200,000 troops 
that now occupy that territory, they not 
being necessary for service, as the war is 
ended. 

In conformity with this plan the govern- 
ment has begun to gather all the modern 
armaments in actual service, substituting 
them with old ones that were kept in the 
arsenals. The report of skirmishes will be 
vigorously forbidden in the press, so that 
the announced peace will appear complete. 

One of the peculiarities of the future dip- 
lomatic note is that it does not specify the 
time necessary for the evacuation of all the 
troops. This seems to indicate that, al- 
though Spain will cease offensive operations, 
she will prepare herself for obtaining the 
best advantages possible before finally aban- 
doning the island, 


TO BESIEGE BANES. 


Spaniards Making Ready to Attack 
Cubans by Land and Sea. 


HAVANA, April 15.—Banes, an tmpor- 
tant port on the north coast, near Gibara, 
narrowly escaped complete destruction yes- 
terday. 

The expedition under Gen. Roloff, by the 
steamer Laurada, carrying 2,400 rifles, 600,- 
000 cartridges and several pieces of rapid- 


firing artillery, landed alongside the quay 
at Banes, Gen. Calixto Garcia, with 5,000 
men, came to protect the convoy of arms 
and ammunition, but as Roloff had no men 
to arm, Garcia was compelled to carry the 
arms into the tinterior. 

It is reported that the insurgents, hear- 
ing that e Spanish gunboat might arrive 
at any moment, closed the entrance of the 
port with torpedoes, ten. Roloff, assisted 
by local bands, and finally by the soldiers 
under Garcia, commenced to fortify the 
heights around the port, hastily casting up 
trencnes to make the port temporarily tm- 
pregnable to any Spanish force in the 
neighborhood of Gibara. 

The gunboats Neuva, Espanas and Meali- 
cia had arrived at Nipe from Havana. The 
cruiser Reina Mercedes had left Havana 
on the 12th with four companies of marines 
and infantry under Rear Admiral Marenco 
to unite with all the forces which had left 
jipe and Gibara, with a view 
bined land and sea attack upon the insur- 
gent position, for the recovery of the port 
of Banes.

FOR BETTER MISSION WORK.

No Effort to Get Together on Doctrinal 
Points, but to Unite’in Re- 
ligious Work. 


CHICAGO, April 15.—Many dintinguished 
Presbyterian ministers meet in Chicago to- 


day and to-morrow to consider methods of 
bringing the various Presbyterian Church 
organizations of the world into closer har- 
mony. These men will be members of the 
Western section of the Executive Commis- 
sion of the Alliance of Reformed Churches 
throughout the world holding the Presby- 
terian faith. They come from many sec- 
tions of the United States and Canada, and 
represent a variety of Presbyterian bodies. 
Their sessions will not be open to the pub- 
lic. The westernsection has 56 members. Rev. 
William Caven, D: D., principal of Knox 


College, Toronto, Ont., is chairman Rev. 
W. H. Roberts, D. D., stated clerk of the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian 


Church, is the American secretary. Rev. 
Prof. J. I. Good of Reading, Pa., and Gen. 
R. E. Prime of Yonkers, N. Y., are vice- 
chairmen, and Rev. D.'Waters of Newark, 
N. J., is the recording secretary. Principal 
Caven, Gen. Prime and Rev. Roberts will 
attend the Chicago session. 

The Executive Commission will

carry out the plans laid down by the 
General Presbyterian Court that met in 


Glasgow last June, with delegates from all 
parts of the world. There are in the alliance 
89 different Presbyterian bodies, with 1,305 
presbyteries, 29,364 congregations, 25,477 min- 
isters, 31,988 Sunday-schools, 3,519,000°teach- 
ers and pupils and 4,627,149 communicants. 
In America alone there are the Presbyte- 
rian Church in Canada, the synod of the 
Church of Scotland in Canada, the Presby- 
terian Church of the United States of 
America, the Presbyterian Church of the | 
United States, the Reformed Church in the 
United States, the Synod of the Reformed 
Church in the United States, the United 
Presbyterian Church of North America, the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church in North 
America, the Reformed Presbyterian Church 
of North America, the General Synod of the 
Reformed Presbyterian Church of North 
America, the Welsh Calvinistic Methodist 
Church in the United States and the Asse- 
ciated Reform Synod in the South. 

The object of this world-wide alliance 
is to unify the different branches of Pres- 
byterianism as much as possible. There is 
no attempt to Interfere with the complete 
authority of each body. The judicial and 
administrative work of each is distinct. An 
effort is being made to have the various 
bodes co-operate in home and foreign mis- 
sionary work, Sunday-school work, and 
other features of religious work that are 
common to all of them. 

Missionary work in Brazil and Japan has 
already been unified. Progress has also 
been made towards consolidating India, 
where qa dozen different Presbyterian bod- 
ies are working individually. At many 
small places in America Presbyterian mis- 
sions have been consolidated. 

In the unification of the creed the work 
is necessarily slow. The results are lim- 
ited to a collection of the doctrinal sym- 
bols of the different bodies, but without 
any effort to express them in one catholic 
symbol. Circumstances make it doubtful 
if the several bodies can be brought much 
closer to a consensus creed for a lone fime 
to come. There is an Eastern section of the 
ener commission that meets in Lon- 
don.

FOR FARMERS 


THE SUGAR BEET INDUSTRY TO 
BE PUSHED. 


SECRETARY WILSON’S PLANS. 


Seed Eeing Distributed All Over the 
Country, Along With Com- 
plete Instructions. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—The Agricult- 
ural Department is sending out to farmers 
and to experimental stations a large amount 
of sugar beet seed, with a view to deter- 
mine the feasibility of growing the seed in 
certain sections of the country. In an in- 
terview with regard to the growing of the 
seed, Secretary Wilson to-day said: 

“We have just about finished sending out 
sugar beeet seed to most of the Statesin the 
Union. They are experimenting South about 
as far as the Carolinas and Texas. Every 
effort has been made to procure first class 
seed. Most of the work is being done 
through the experiment stations that get 
the seed from the department and send it 
out with instructions regarding the culti- 
vation of the plants and provision for the 
return of samples to the stations in the fall 
for analysis. 

“The department is also taking in hand 
the growing of high heredity sugar beet 
seed. The seed being sent out by the de- 


partment is the result of careful improve- 
ment extending over many years—in some 
cases forty years of time—where every 
mother beet is tested by the polariscope to 
ascertain its per cent of sugar. 

“This high heredity sugar beet seed is 
worth perhaps its weight in gold. It is the re- 
sult of the very best work done along these 
lines during all these years. Such seed 
is exceedingly rare and very difficult to 
get. The Agricultural Department is be- 
lieved to compass the ownership of only 
about five pounds of it. This is cing dis- 
tributed to our farmers carefully at differ- 
ent stations in different localities, notably 
Geneva, N. Y., Wisconsin and Iowa. Bulle- 
tins are issued from the department pre- 
pared by experts, giving the people infor- 
mation regarding sugar beet in all its re- 
lations. Such bulletins will be prepared 
from time to time and the results will be 
copied from the several stations and full 
information given to the people regarding 
this important matter. 

“Capitalists are turning their attention 
toward investments along this line. There 
will be no difficulty about getting money 
enough to erect factories, which cost from 
$300,000 to half a million dollars. ‘he 
business mén of the city have learned 
thoroughly that they cannot thrive un- 
less the farmers thrive, and, besides, the 
success of the Oxnards assures capital- 
ists that where all the conditions of 
success are carefully secured to begin with, 
there is no question of the ultimate results. 
It seem to us that the effort of the 
partment of Agriculture to save the $100,- 

000 that we now ay out annually for 
sugar, and reaching for the $66,000,000 that 
the British pay for their butter each year 
will help the balance of trade eventually.” 


HOG CHOLERA. 


Secretary Wilson Will Try to Stamp 
Out the Disease. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 15.—The 
Agricultural Department has taken steps 
looking to the extermination of hog cholera 
and as an initiative has sought the co- 
operation of the States of Tennessee and 
Iowa in an experiment to determine how 
economically the malady, which is devas- 
tating swine interests, can be s out, 
It is one of the first questions taken up by 
Secretary Wilson, and he has sent formal 
letters to the Governors of the two _ States 
named asking for their assistance, If ehey 
comply the department a soon will 
representatives of the Animal Bureau to 
one or two counties which the Governors 
have been asked to designate as particu- 
larly subject to an outbreak, and the result 

the investigation and treatenent will be 
ported imenediately here. If these States 
o not agree to co-operate others will be 
sked, so that a satisfactory experknent 
n be made.

CREATING NEW OFFICES. 

Everything but official salaries and pub- 
lic expenditures and the value of gold 
bonds is going down. There is a general 
shrinkage in business values. Clearing 
Howse receipts in most cities are smaller 
than in former years. Wages are declin- 
ing, Readjustment and retrenchment are 
the order of the day everywhere outside 
of official circles, But at Washington not 
only is there increased extravagance in 
appropriations, but a deliberate purpose 
to create more high salaried offices.

‘THE CHICAGO PLATFORM. 

In his speech at the Jefferson Day 
banquet in Washington Tuesday night 
Hon. William J. Bryan said: 

The position taken by the Democratic 
party in 1896 will not be surrendered. If 
you doubt the permanency of the Chicago 
platform as a party creed, go among the 
rank and file of the party and measure the 
zeal and enthusiasm which that platform 
has aroused and you will realize the impos- 
sibility of taking a backward step. 

This is the truth temperately stated. 
No one who has mingled with the people, 
or who has read the country press, which 
is in closest touch with the people, can 
entertain a doubt that the Chicago plat- 
form aroused a “zeal and enthusiasm” 
such as was never evoked by any other

Their leaders did their ut- 
most to betray them into the hands of 
the enemy and especially to discredit the 
platform adopted at Chicago. A desper- 
ate effort was made to pack the conven- 
tions which elected delegates to the State 
Convention, and the purpose was to have 
that convention repudiate the Chicago 
platform while accepting the Democratic 
candidates. Yet when the delegates came 
together, here is what they said in their 
platform, which was adopted almost 
unanimously:

SKINNING THE FARMER. 

In the Dingley bill as it passed the 
House, hides are on the free list’ but 
leather is protected by a tariff of from 10 
to 20 per cent ad valorem, That repre- 
sents the difference between a Republic- 
an Administration’s care for the Leather 
Trust and the wealthy shoe manufact- 
urers and fits care for the farmer. 

The Leather Trust and the members 
of the shoe, harness and kindred trades, 
have appointed committees to watch the 
Dingley bill in the Senate and prevent 
any duty being imposed on hides. They 
have not much fear that such a duty will 
be imposed, but have sent on their lobby- 
ists as a precautionary measure. 

The farmer has not organized a hide 
trust. He cannot afford to keep lobbyists 
at Washington to urge a_é§prohibitive 
tariff on foreign hides. And if he did 
so, the Leather Trust’s lobby would cer- 
tainly beat him, with its millions. The 
Leather Trust wants free hides, and this 
is not an Administration for the farmer, 
but for the Trusts and monopolies. 

Meanwhile, the Dingley pill will force 
the farmer to pay more for his boots 
and shoes, belting for threshing ma. 
chines, leather gloves, harness and sad- 
dles, and everything élse made of leather 
which he uses, though the leather may 
be made from hides he was forced to 
sell at a ruinous price in competition with 
a market stocked from the peasant farms 
of Russia. 


FOR ILLINOIS’ SUPREME COURT. 

Judge Carroll C, Boggs, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Supreme Bench 
of Illinois in the First Supreme Judicial 
Circuit of that State, is a Democrat of 
the old school. But rising above all pure- 
ly party considerations, he is especially 
commended.by his character as a man, 
and his attainments as a jurist.

Toward the 
candidacy of Judge Boggs there is no 
such resentment, and his talents, char- 
acter and experience all command the 
support of the public as fully’as they 
entitle him to the support of his party.

This sobriquet was first applied to the 
late Senator Voorhees by the Journal away 
back in the fifties. The statement that he 
was so called by reason of his large and 
a iicently proportioned figure is er- 
roneous. His height and straight figure, 
though they were unusual and impressive, 
had less to do with suggesting the sobri- 
quet than another peculiarity in his per- 
sonal appearance. This was his hair and 
the way he wore it. 

In early life, and when by his poliftcal 
speeches he was laying the foundation of 
his future prominence in this State, his hair 
was of a very pronounced auburn color, 
closely approaching red, rather stiff and 
bristly in character, and he wore it brushed 
in the style now known as pompadour. 
This red hirsute corona contributed to his 
striking appearance and suggested the com- 
parison to a tall sycamore tree, which, at 
a certain season of the year, is crowned 
with balls of about the game color that 
Mr. Voorhees} hair was. His height and 
figure might have suggested any other 
tree as well, but the color of the hair sug- 
gested the sycamore. That tree is com- 
mon in all the river bottoms in central 
and Southern Indiana, but as Mr. Voorhees 
came from the Wabash Valley, he became 
the “Tall Sycamore of the Wabash.”’ 

The political warfare of those days was 
personal to an extreme, and the sobriquet 
was intended to be humiliating and offens- 
ive. No man likes to be twitted on a 
personal peculiarity, and Mr. Voorhees 
knew as well as others that the sobriquet 
referred primarily to the color and bushj- 
ness of his hair. At first, and for many 
years, the epithet annoyed him, as it was 
intended to do, but he never resented it, 
and finally ceased to regard it. Eventually 
fm became, as sobriquets often do, a dis- 
tinctive and complimentary appellation, not 
only free from offensiveness, but indicative 
of popularity. 


Digby vs. Dingley. 
From the Washington Post. 
Under thé flimsy pretext that it is based 


on sanitary grounds the British Parlia- | 


ment is about to pass another bill for the 
protection of the British farmer against 
colonial and American competition in 
meat. It is as clearly protective as the 
Dingley bill, so far as it goes, but a free 
trade nation has to disguise that kind of 
legislation. The pending measure is Mr. 
Wingfield Digby’s ‘agricultural marks” 
bill, which has passed its second reading 
in the House of Commons. The “marks” 
meang that all the beef, mutton, bacon, 
butter, cheese, etc., received from abroad 
and offered for sale in Great Britain shall 
bear the word “imported.” It is intended 
to supplement the cattle exclusion act 
of last year. That act closed the British 
market to live cattle from other countries, 
and that, too, was ostensibly based on 
sanitary grounds; it was to protect British 
herds from infection, but its real purpose 
was to enable the British farmer to get 
better prices for his cattle. The ostensible 
object of the Digby bill is to warn consum- 
ers against foreign meats in the hope that 
their prejudice, stimulated by sensational 
fictions, will work to the advantage of do- 
mestic producers.

It is commonly believed that the sapphire 
is known only as a gem of a rich velvety 
blue in color.

It also occurs 
in whites, greens and yellows, the latter 
shade being known as the Oriental topaz 
and the green the Oriental emerald, The 
white sapphires are often found clouded or 
streaked with blue, so that many specimens 
are cut which are white when looked at 
transversely, but having a bit of fine blue 
tint on the under point... Then there is the 
red sapphire, or Ceylon ruby. It is valued 
as highly as the finest Burmese rubies. 
Those most highly prized are of a rich pig- 
eon blood or rose red color. 


Chinese Cocaine. 


From the New York Press. 

A few years ago the world rejoiced over 
the discovery of cocaine as a local anes- 
thetic. My friend, Dr. Lambuth, who has 
been practicing medicine in Peking, China, 
says that the Chinese have long had a sim- 
ilar anesthetic, the principal ingredient of 
which is frog-eye juice. It costs $2 an 
ounce, and is prepared in small, hard cakes 
resembling beeswax, but of darker color 
and semi-transparent. He dissolved a piece 
in water, which required twenty-four hours, 
and tried the solution on his lips, hands and 
tongue, each of which became numb in- 
stantly.

Survivors of an Historic Body of Fed- 
eral Troops Hold a Reunion 
at Harrisburg. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. x 
HARRISBURG, Pa., April 15.—To-day is 
the thirty-sixth anniversary of an event 
of which little cognizance is taken by the 
outside world, although it is embalmed in 
the Government records, and is dear to 
the memories of the surviving participants. 
It was upon April 16, 1861, that the first 
Union troops to respond to President Lin- 


coln’s proclamation calling for volunteers 
started from this city on their way to the 
defense of the capital. There were seven 
hundred of them, re pier ee | the Nation- 
al ao Infantry of Pottsville, the Ring- 
gold Light Artillery of Reading, the Allen 
Infantry of Allentown, and the an 
Guard of Lewiston. of the total less than 
one hundred still survive, and these are 
organized into ‘““The First Deefenders’ Asso- 
cilation.”” As many of these as can be got 
together will this evening celebrate the 
anniversary with a reunion. 

President Lincoln issued his proclamation 
on the 15th of April. The same day — 
officers of the companies named report 
at Harrisburg with their men, and on the 
following morning, having been mustered 
in, they boarded a train on the Northern 
Central and started for Baltimore. Here

ASTORIA, Ore., April 15.—The condition 
of the Eastern salmon market is causing 
the packers much anxiety, and unless there 
is an improvement in the condition of the 
canning industry of the Columbia River, it 
will be demoralized. No effort is being made 
by any cannery to get the few fish which 
are brought in by the limited number of 
boats out fishing, and instead of the flerce 
competition usually witnessed for the first 
fish of the season, there is a disposition 
on the part of each packer to find some ex- 
cuse to send his fishermen to some other 
packer to deliver their catch. It is un- 
derstood that a number of the packers have 
determined to close their canneries until 
the market tmproves, and are offering their 
supplies for sale at a price below their 
cost.

It is unlikely 
that there will be any repetition of the dis- 
turbances of last year, as the efforts of 
the packers this season will be to avoid 
taking fish rather than to make the 
packs of former years.

The day racing will be 
begun on May 3, and continued every day 
that the St. Louts Base Ball Club is not 
playing at home. May 3 is also the opening 
day for the Nashville meeting. 

“T have a good class of horses promised,”’ 
paid Mr. Hambrick Thursday morning. ‘It 
ia true that they are outlaws, but the ban 
was put upon them only because their own- 
ers.were embarrassed and in hard luck and 
had to race the animals in the winter or 
starve to death.

tee and organize a City Central Committee. 

These gentlemen, after holding a con- 
sultation, agreed to present a plan of or- 
ganization to the meeting to-night with the 
idea of bringing the two sets of committee- 
men into closer relationship. 

The plan is that if the meeting to-night 
sees fit to elect a permanent chairman, a 
permanent secretary and a treasurer of the 
City Central Committee, those same officers 
should be made ex-officio officers of the 
Executive Committee. The City Central 
Committee could meet once or twice a year 
to discuss party matters, and the same 
chairman who presides there would also 
preside over all the meetings of the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

The prevailing sentiment seems to be that 
the Executive Committee of sixty-five is too 
large for an active body that is supposed to 
do the effective work in a campaign. State 
Chairman Cook says the Precinct Commit- 
teemen to-night can, if they so desire, by a 
majority vote, decrease the size of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

It is probable the meeting will consider a 
proposition to reduce the Executive Com- 
mittee to thirty-seven members. The reduc- 
tion would be made by electing only one, in- 
stead of two, ward members. That would 
make twenty-eight ward members, thé 
same as in the old City Committee. The 
other nine would be members-at-large. 

If such a plan is adopted then only twen- 
ty-eight ward members of the Executive 
Committee will be elected by the Precinct 
Committeemen on May 4 

If a permanent chairman and other offi- 
cers of the City Central Committee, with 
power to act in the same capacity over the 
Executive Committee, are elected to-night 
they will assume their duties at once, and 
Chairman Devoy will step down and out, 
unless he is re-elected. Mr. Devoy says he 
is ready to quit.

At 
offertory a “Regina Coeli,"”” Edgar Sinel, 
composer of the great oratorio, “Francis- 
cus,”’ will be given for the first time in this 
country. The score was imported especially 
for this occasion.

THE TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE OF 
A SKILLED MECHANIC. 


SEARCHED IN VAIN FOR WORK. 


Traveled Twenty Miles a Day and 
Now Compelled to Enlist 
in the Army. 


Among recent applicants for enlistment in 
the United States Army at the St. Louis re- 
cruiting station is a young man whose 


| story is a sad recital of enforced idleness. 

After tramping the streets of St. Louts 
since Oct, 27, 1896, searching vainly for em- 
ployment, Robert A, Williams, 25 years of 
age, a machinist by trade, has decided that 
as a last resort he will join the army if 
his application is accepted. 

“It is the only way I know to get some- 
thing to eat,’’ Williams said to a reporter 
for the Post-Dispatch Thursday. Then he 
gave a detailed account of his hard luck. 

“Last October I was thrown out of «m- 
ployment,’’ he said, ‘‘for the reason that my 
employer had no work for meto do. Busi- 
ness was so dull that he could not afford 
to keep me, and I had to go. I gave the 
matter little thought at the time because 
I presumed it would be easy enough to get 


a job at some other place. I am a skilled 
machinist and never dreamed of remainin 
idle more than a few days. I osatimaneot 
walking about town immediately after my 
discharge in search of work. At first I 
walked rather leisurely, having no doubt I 
would be successful. Gradually, hewever, I 
began to realize that work was hard io find 
and this fact spurred me on to more ener- 
getic action. I quickened my pace, going 
hurriedly from one machine shop to another. 
I can do any kind of work in that line, con- 
sequently I made application in almost every 
department of the machinery business. At 
last the truth dawned on me that I could 
not find a place at my trade anywhere in 
the big city of St. Louis, I would have gone 
elsewhere but I had no money to bear the 
expense of traveling and I disliked to go 
out as a tramp. Rather than be classed as 
a wandering vagrant I preferred to take 
my chances here, so I remained, hoping to 
turn my hand to something outside of my 
trade. 

“I called at various business houses and 
applied for work. I told them I would 
undertake any kind of a job. Anything was 
better than going without work, so I was 
willing to take anything. The same bad 
luck attended me everywhere and, outside 
of a few odd jobs, lasting only a day or two 
at a time, I have had nothing to do since 
October. Through the kindness of relatives 
I managed to live, but you know that is a 
humillating and unsatisfactory livelihood 
Pl man accustomed to supporting him- 
self. 

“T estimate that I have walked an aver- 
age of twenty miles a day since I lost my 
ny last October. Some days I know |[ 

ave walked considerably more than twen- 
ty miles. At t!mes my feet grew sore from 
constant contact with the sidewalk, becaus« 
the soles of myshoes have worn thin. ' 
managed to get a new pair of shoes, takine 
care to wet the heaviest soles I could find. 
Even these have been worn thin. 

“Weary in body and mind, I at last -e- 
solved to make application for army ‘:n- 
listment. People tell me that army life is 
hard, but it cannot compare aith walking 
the streets of St. Louis in a vain endeavor 
to find a job. 

“Out of a job! This short sentence ma~ not 
mean much to people who are fortunate 
enough to have employment, but it sreaks 
volumes to one who has passed through the 
bitter experience that I have. I am gure I 
have investigated every possible avenue 
wherein there was even a vestige o’ hope 
for relief from the terrible suspense of en- 
forced idleness, Such terror can never be 
understood by those who have not been situ- 
ated as I have. My condition Is now no bet- 
ter than it has been, yet I fee] better be- 
cause my appa oe is pending with the 
army recruiting officer, and I Rese to be 
accepted. I also feel relieved because I am 
no longer searching for employment. I have 
given up ae anything here ir St. Louis, 
and that very fact is a relief in one sense, 
because it ends suspense. I expect nothing 
here outside of getting into the army.” 

When asked what he would do in the event 
that his application for the army should be 
rejected the young man’s pale face flushed 
and his only reply was: “Don’t ask me 
that!" Williams says that last fall he read 
a vast amount in some of the papers about 
the preaeees*y. that would come with the 
advent of McKinley. “The papers said the 
ood times would come immediately after 

cKinley’s election,’’ the diaconsolate me- 
chanic said, ‘“‘for the reason that the tri- 
umph of the gold standarfi platform would 
restore confidence and thereby open up the 
idle factories and work-shops without delay. 
While I never had any faith in such theory 
I could not help but hope such would be 
the result. I thought possibly the McKinley. 
ites and the Palmer and Buckner boomers 
knew what they were talking about and 
that we really would have a revival of busi- 
ness. I have walked here in St. Louis a 
distance greet enough to reach from New 
York to Francisco, and I have failed 
to find the promised prosperity. In fact, I 
have investigated to such extent that I know 
that there is no revival of business. The 
McKinley doctrine is a fallacy so far as the 
interests of the laboring people or mechan- 
ics are concerned.” 

Wiliams relates interesting stories of his 
experience with the various people with 
whom he came in contact since he started 
out last year to look for work. Some em- 
ployers treated him gruffly, almost to the 

oint of insult: others talked to him curt- 
ys with an unmistakable air of indifference, 
while others syrnpathized with him in his 
unfortunate cond tion, saying they 
be glad to help him if th could, a 
sage making no money themselves.

NEW OCEAN ROUTE. 


Ten-Day Trip Proposed From London 
to Victoria. 


HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, April 15.—The 
English syndicate which proposes to inau- 
gurate a 44-day steamship line between 
Milford Haven and Middleford on the 
Strait of Canso, claims to feel assured that 
the United States mails would be carried 


over the new route, quoting from a letter re- 
ceived from the Postmaster General of the 
United States in reply to a question to prove 
their assertions, The letter says: 

“The custom is to use the shortest time 
between ports. A table is kept of all the 
sailings of the month, and on the showing 
of that statement a determination is made 
of how the mails shall be forwarded for the 
month. I know of no better pron to pursue. 
It settles itself that if! this new line of 
steamers can make the voyage in four and 
one-half days they would have the prefer- 
ence.”’ 

Assuming the British Government mail 
service grant to be $260,000 and the British 
Admiralty grant to be $135,000, the syndicate 
state that they are prepared to furnish this 
fast service for a Canadian subsidy of - 
000 a year instead of the subsidy of $750,000 a 

ear, which has been alréady voted by Par- 
iament. 

The time to be occupied from London to 
Middleford by the route is put down at four 
days and twelve hours, and the promoters 
are prepared to guarantee to the imperial 
authorities to take a regiment of troops in 
London and land them at Victoria, British 
Columbia, in ten days. 


TORE UP THE FLAG. 


Spanish Soldiers Vent Their Wrath on 
the American Emblem. 


NEW YORK, April 15.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Sagua La Grande, via Key 
West, says: 

News has just reached here of an outrage 
perpetrated near the town of Encrucijada 


by Spanish troops, who destroyed the prop- 
erty owned by the wife of the British Vice- 
Consul, Mr. Harris of Sagua and tore up 
an American flag, which the manager of the 
estate, Mr. George Harris, who is an Amer- 
ican citizen, had draped over his bed. 

The estate of Mrs. Harris, called La 
Palma, is about two miles from Encruci- 
jada. During Mr. Harris’ absence the regi- 
ment Estremadura came along, burst open 
the locked doors and removed the day book 
and other articles of value. Finding the 
flag in the manager’s bed-room, the soldiers 
carried it out with many epithets and tore 
it to bits. Being satisfied with their venge- 
ance upon the bit of bunting, in the absence 
of its owners, they departed. 

The matter was reported to Mr. Harris 
on his return and he promptly laid it be- 
fore the British and American consular 
representatives to Sagua, who will cause a 
thorough investigation. 

It is said the Spanish assert that they had 
seen insurgents leaving the estate, but this 
is denied by the manager. The American 
Consul at Sagua, his friends say, will make 
a full report on the flag incident. He is Mr. 
Barker. one of the most vigorous American 
representatives on the island.

KILLED BY BLISS. 


Missouri Agricultural College Fails to 
Get Its Land. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 15 —Secreta- 
ry Bliss of the Interior Department has 
killed a chance of the Missouri Agricultur- 
al College getting the 48,000 acres of land 
due it under the agricultural land grant of 
1860. The State never received its full quota 
and a bill to carry out the intent of the 
grant was introduced by Senator Cockrell 
and passed at the last session. Just as the 
bill was about to receive formal assent at 


the Interior Department it was held up by 
Secretary Bliss on protest from Kansas and 
it is now practically killed. Kansas had a 
similar claim pending and objected to Mis- 
so@ri's claim being passed on first. 


HORSE THIEVES CAUGHT. 


Will South and Absalom Collier in Jail 
at Knoxville, Tenn. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., April 15.—Will 
South, white, and Absalom Collier, a half- 
breed Indian, have been captured in Grang- 
er County, and are now lodged in jail here. 
They are members of a gang who steal 


horses in this section and hurry with them 
and other plunder to Indian Territory. Both 
the men captured have rewards offered for 
them for train wrecking and other crimes 
at Neosho, Mo.

ST. LOUIS, April 15. 

The Merchants’ Exchange and all of the lead- 
ing exchanges of the world will be closed to- 
morrow, Good Friday, so there will be no exchange 
markets. 

The New York Herald says that diplomatists in 
Vienna believe that the Greco-Turkish conflict can- 
not be averted, and in consequence cousols for 
money declined %& and account declined 8-16d in 
London. 

The Cincinnati Price Current says of the situa- 
tion: “‘Wheat condition not perceptibly changed. 
Plowing up of wheat lands exceeding earlier cal- 
or Spring wheat chances lessened by re- 
tarding from moisture. Acreage likely to be short 
of earlier calculations. Conditions unfavorable for 
corn and oats. Wheat offerings lessening. Milling 
demand more urgent. Indications of a gain of 3 per 
cent in the estimate of summer supply of hogs, 
but it is believed no increase will develop for the 
season. Week's packing 220,000 bogs,, as compjared 
with 260,000 hogs a year ago. 

The output of flour for the week from Minneapolis, 
Duluth, Milwaukee and St. Louis was 200,485 bbls, 
as compared with 284,000 bbls for the previous 
week, and 311,000 bbls a year ago. Minneapolis 
output this week will be 290.000 bbis. 

The Illinois crop report says that two-thirds of 
the winter wheat area (1,749,000 acres) was win- 
ter killed, and the condition of the remainder 
(585,000 acres) is so poor that not over one-third 
of an average crop will be harvested. The out- 
look is for not more than enongh wheat for seed. 

A more active demand for flour is reported from 
the Northwest, and the foreign demand bas also 
improved.

The loan was for the term of seven years, 
with interest payable semi-annually, and 
there was a provision in the contract en- 
titling the Exchange to the privilege of 
paying $30,000 on the principal on any in- 
terest pay @ay after the expiration of 
three years, with a corresponding deduction 
in interest. 

This proposition was accepted and Dec. 19, 
1893, the contract was signed and the money 
received from the New York Life Insurance 
Co., at 6 per cent interest, secured by a deed 
of trust on the Exchange property. 

Since the partial destruction of the Ex- 
change building by fire, the New York Life 
Insurance Co, has acted, it is claimed, in an 
arbitrary manner, and as mortgagee has re- 
fused to sign a release for the insurance 
money, thus preventing the Exchange from 
receiving the insurance until the repairs 
are entirely completed. 

It was then proposed to turn the insurance 
over to the New York Life Insurance Co. 
to be credited upon the loan, but this was 
refused by the insurance company, al- 
though at the time of the fire they made 
this suggestion. 

Owing to the action of the insurance com- 
pany, and as the time has nearly arrived 
when the Exchange has the privilege of 
making payments on the —— and thus 
decreasing the interest charges it was de- 
cided to refund this indebtedness at a low- 
er rate of interest. 

It is understood that several parties are 
willing to furnish the money on much more 
favorable terms, and the Exchange will be 
able to effect quite a saving in interest.
